This bo*k deals with one of the major events in tho history 
of the United States, if not tho world _ tho assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy and tho official inquiry into it, which 
may at best bo doseribed as wanting and unsatisfactory. Tho re can 
be no doubt that the mo3t serious errors were mado. There i3 
doubt this was entirely accidental. 

Under those circumstances, any effort to condition the minds 
of revicwor3 in advance about such an opochal evont would bo flack- 
ery. It would be irresponsible and insulting to tho reviewers. 

Each will, the author hopes, read the book with care and foimulate 
his own conclusions from tho evidence cited. 

This book is restricted entirely to tho official evideneo. It 
is tho result of no privato investigations, J.Y comfis from thous- 
ands of hours of careful study and analysis of tho testimony and 
exhibits in the vast record of 27 large and closely printed volumes. 
Tie sources of most of tho important information arc given. Thus, 
the author's fidelity to fact can be readily checked. 

While there is but a single oxplicit conclusion - that tho 
job has not been dono and must bo, ontirely in public and prefer- 
ably by Congress - the evidence justifies additional and shocking 
conclusions each rcador may reach for himself. 

So, this is not a press rcloaae. It is a notice and an ex- 
planation. Had tho author facilities for an elaborate press 
release, he would still consider one inappropriate. 

Tho unusual form of this book is cxplainod in the Preface. 

No other method of reproduction was possible for tho author, who 
hopes his work will now attract sufficient attention to ovcrcomo 
the fears of at least one of the many publishers who read and 
praised tho book or interest ono of the few who did not consider 
it. This is not a substitute for commerfrial publication. It is 
tho only available alternative. 

It is tho author's hopo that thoso who agree with him will 
join in his demand for a proper, public and thorough inquiry, and 
that they will do what they can to holp disseminate the facts ho 
has uncovered. 
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
